When Cyrus H. McCormick took to 
himself the credit for the Invention of 
the McCormick reaper he lifted from 
the brow of bis father, Robert McCor­ 
mick, the laurel 
which genius had 
placed there, and also took from the 
memory 
of 
his parent 
t lie 
honors 
which history gladly would have paid 
him. in the view of other members 
of the family who have set out to right 
what they believe to have been a 
wrong. 
“We, the descendants of Robert Mc­ 
Cormick. claim that by his great con-! 
trlbutions to the arts and crafts in 
the contest for human honors he has 
won the golden chalice, gaining the 
victor's crown, and earned a place im­ 
mortal in the Hail of Fame.” 
That is the contention made by the 
descendants 
of 
Robert 
McCormick, 
who died in 1840. and to sustain it 
they have collected and published a 
series of letters, statements and affi­ 
davits. all tending to show that Rob­ 
ert McCormick, and not his son Cyrus 
II., was the inventor of the McCormick 
reaper. 


Gives Invention to Son. 
From this evidence it appears that 
the father, after many years of ex peri­ 
ments. built a successful reaper in 
1831; that during several years there­ 
after he manufactured and sold, with 
the aid of his son Cyrus, a large num­ 
ber of these machines; that at the urg­ 
ent request of his wife, when his last 
years were coming on. he gave the in­ 
vention to his oldest son. the under­ 
standing being that all of the children 
should share in the profits, and that in 
1S34 Cyrus H. McCormick obtained let­ 
ters patent on this invention. 
It is shown also that In later years 
Cyrus H. asserted his father’s inven­ 
tions were failures; that he (Cyrus) 
built a successful reaper in 1831. and 
that it was that machine which wa3 
patented. 
Other members of the faru- 
ly, however, claim Cyrus II. is support­ 
ed only by his own statements, while 
the other children of Robert, several 
other relatives and neighbors and ac­ 
quaintances of the father attest to 
their belief that Robert McCormick 
was the real inventor of the reaper. 
John T. Campbell of the Soldiers’ 
home at Lafayette. Ind., however, says 
the first reaper was a failure and that 
Cyrus should be given credit for rem­ 
edying its defects and producing a suc­ 
cessful machine. 


First Reaper a Failure? 
“I have a statement from an eyewit­ 
ness of the trial of the reaper on the 
farm of Captain Humphreys in Vir- , 
ginia,” says Mr. Campbell. 
“My in- I 
formant 
was John Ott. a 
wealthy 
i 
farm er who died some ten years ago 
near Rockville. Parke county, Ind., | 
over eighty years of age. 
He said the 
elder McCormick was the inventor of 
the reaper and that he was a black- j 
smith. At the trial the machine would j 
start off all right and for about ten 
feet would cut the straws clean. Then 
it would begiu to clog and pull the , 
straws up by the roots, and at two 
rods it would choke completely. 
Sev­ 
eral trials were made, and the reaper 
failed that morning, when the neigh­ 
boring visiting farmers went home. 
“The elder McCormick was so disap­ 
pointed and chagrined that he was 
taken sick and then and there aban­ 
doned the machine. 
His son Cyrus. | 
who was assisting, saw what the mis­ 
take of construction was and the nex t | 
year remedied it. and from that time 
the reaper was a success.

while the prince and his party were 
escorted to the naval tug Unadilla. ! 
The arrest was made so quietly that 
no one of the large crowd, either with 
the prince or among the commuters, 
knew of it. 
Fong made no secret of his inten­ 
tions when questioned, and declared 
he intended to rid ris country of one 
of its enemies. 
He declared that as a

twice the chance to grow up that thev 
did. 
“But the grandm others don’t see it 
that way. 
They say all their babies 
grew up. or if one or two died they 
would have died anyw ay, no m atter 
what precautions were taken, and they 
tell their daughters that all this steril­ 
izing and boiling and tin* rest of the 
things that we are trying to teach 
them is all nonsense. 
“ Most 
of 
them 
talk 
behind 
our 
backs, but once in aw hile one of them 
speaks right out to me. so I know 
about what they say. 
“H ere are a few samples: 
“ T h is feeding a baby every three 
hours to the m inu te is all tommyrot. 
Why, when Jennie was a baby I fed 
her 
whenever 
she 
cried, 
and 
she 
doesn’t look very peaked now. does 
she?’ 
“ T h is boiling of nipples and bottles 
Is perfect nonsense. 
I never boiled a 
thing, and 1 hr night up live children 
and lost only one by cholera infantum , 
and you needn’t tell me any child gets 
cholera infantum from not having its 
nipples boiled.’ 
“ ‘W aking a child up to feed him is 
the silliest thing 1 ever heard of. 
He 
has been undernourished and needs 
the nourishm ent? 
Nonsense. 
1 had 
eight children, and I alw ays let them 
sleep as long as they would.’ 
“T hat's the sort of thing they are 
continually saying, and as some of 
them have more influence than we do 
the result is that many of our most 
im portant instructions are neutraliz­ 
ed.”

Our duty to ourselves begins when 
w e first realize that the world con­ 
tains an 
interesting person called “ I” 
and continues 
as long as th a t person 
remains in this troublesome world. 


LT H O U G H 
the 
international 
prison 
congress 
was organ­ 
ized more than thirty years 
ago at the suggestion of the 
American government, it has net or 
held 
sessions 
in 
this country, and 
therefore the foreign delegates now on 
totir 
preparatory 
to 
assembling 
at 
W ashington are having their first op­ 
portunity to observe the great changes 
that have come over American prison 
methods in the last fifteen years. 
Eighty years ago De Tocqueville. 
author of “ Democracy In America,” 
made an extensive investigation of 
American jails and prisons and a f te r­ 
ward wrote a book. “On the Peniteu- 
tiary System Iu the United States.” 
His conclusions were that the prisons 
and jails of this country were the 
worst in the world. 
The influence of John Howard, the 
great prison reformer, however, had 
been more felt and was more effective 
in Europe than iu tiie United States, 
and in the most advanced of European 
countries considerable changes in pris­ 
on architecture, discipline and theory 
of punishm ent had been brought about. 
Improvement Is Recent. 
Even 
up to a com paratively few 
years ago the prisons and prison sys­ 
tem of the United States were uot 
only archaic and futile, but were a 
positive menace to society. 
Im m ense 
sums of money were spent on them, 
but with a result the very opposite of 
that expected. 
They did not reform 
criminals; they made more. 
Architecturally the prisons were con­ 
structed to bo as gloomy as possible. 
Prisoners were deuled sunlight, their 
ceils were small and dark and filled 
with the damp, reeking, pestilential 
odors (¡f insanitary surroundings. 
The 
consequence was that in many of the 
prisons fully one-half of the inm ates 
I contracted tuberculosis, not to men- 
* tion other diseases, 
j 
T reatm ent of prisoners was of a 
i character now regarded with horror, 
i The law did not then aim. as it does 
I now. to give the criminal every possi­ 
ble chance to redeem himself and to 
| classify prisoners according to the de- 
1 gree of their offenses. 
The sole intent 
| of the law w as to Inflict cruel punish- 
; ment upon the belief th a t the severer 
the penalty tlie more effective the les­ 
son would be. 
No discrim inations were m ade in re­ 
gard to age or sex or the nature of the 
crime. 
T he law contained no provi­ 
sions for indeterm inate sentence or for 
separation of young offenders from 
old. 
Offense's that are now looked 
upon with some leniency were then 
punished with long term s in prison. 
Rawhide For Talkative. 
Fifty years ago it was custom ary to 
im m ure prisoners iu solitary confine­ 
ment. 
Condemned to incessant inac- 
1 tivity and silence, without proper air 


j or nourishm ent and lacking work to 
strengthen 
their bodies and engage 
| their minds, many of them became 


i unbalanced. 
In fact, a rule prevailed 
in many prisons th a t if a prisoner pre- 
1 sumed to speak on any occasion he 
was to be lashed 
with a raw hide 
whip. 
Prisoners were not allowed to write 
letters or to com m unicate with any 
! member of their family. The violation 
of this particular rule, however, was 
|i frequently winked a t by w ardens and 
jailers. 
Investigations 
of the time 
showed that if a prisoner had money 
he could often secure favors uot al- 
lowed to those lacking the necessary 
price. 
These methods resulted in making 
prisoners ferocious and im planting in 
them a hatred of the society th a t mis­ 
used them. 
They were not terrified 
into self reform. 
Many of them, as 
the records show, cam e out of prison 
inveterate crim inals to be returned 
soon for some new offense. 
The nar­ 
row. 
unsym pathetic 
laws 
virtually 
drove many of them to steal again. 
When a convict was released all that 
the law allowed him to start life 
again was $3. 
Of course with the 
brand of the prison upon him—and 
public opinion w as then very severe— 
j 
it w as rare that he could get employ­ 
ment. 
“To starv e or to steal again is too 
often 
the only 
alternative,” 
wrote 
John W. Edmonds, president of the 
New York board of prison inspectors 
in 1844. 
If the released convict did 1 
steal he was nearly alw ays sent back 
to prison for life as au incorrigible 
criminal. 
Even Jailed Complainants. 
There were no detention jails and, 
no reform atories. Innocent and guilty, 
men and boys, girls and women, all 
were crowded together, although there 
were occasions when the sexes were i 
separated. 
Even witnesses were re­ 
quired to give bail. 
If a poor man or woman were cheat­ 
ed or robbed and could not give bail

to insure appearance at the trial as a 
complaining witness the law compel­ 
led the authorities to lock up such per­ 
sons in jail. 
Thousands of cases oc­ 
curred in which com plainants had to 
spend a year or two years in prison. 
Children’s courts were not thought 
of. 
Mischievous boys who had com ­ 
mitted some trivial 
breach of law 
were associated with hardened crim i­ 
nals. 
The consequence was obvious. 
The 
contact 
turned 
into 
criminals 
large numbers of boys who under 
present methods are easily reclaimed 
and converted into good, industrious 
citizens. 
While in the jails and pris­ 
ons these boys quickly learned the 
speech, tricks, ways and habits of the 
criminal inmates. 
In New York fifteen years ago at 
least 
14.000 children 
were arrested 
during the year and iu Chicago about 
the same number. 
Many of the boys 
passed through the corridors of the 
Tombs and the Cook county jail to 
come out thieves. 
Old Methods Supplanted. 
Much of this 
has 
been 
radically 
changed, especially in the last fifteen 
years. 
Cruel methods and principles 
of law have been largely abolished. 
The old style prison, sepulchral and 
deadly, has gone or is fast going. The 
separation of men offenders from wo­ 
men is not so recent an improvement 
as that of dissociating the mentally 
feeble from the mentally strong, the 
sam e from the insane, the old from 
the young. 
Those held for trial are 
no longer confined 
with those con­ 
victed of grave crimes. 
The acciden­ 
tal lawbreaker is not indiscriminately 
thrown in with the habitual criminal. 
One of the greatest changes in the 
treatm ent of prisoners has taken place 
in the last five years. 
In 1905 I)r. J. 
B. Ransom, physician to Dannem ora 
prison. New York, showed that from 40 
to 60 per cent of all deaths am ong the 
prison population in the United States 
was due to tuberculosis. 
Many prisons have been of ancient 
build; the jails have been particularly 
unhealthy; the cells. Dr. Ransom re­ 
ported. in nearly all <»t’ the prisons 
were dam p and so constructed as to 
be virtually impervious to sunlight. I 
These, 
together 
with other factors, 
have been the chief causes. 
But most of th e states are either 
now getting rid of these old pest­ 
holes or are preparing to. 
Sing Sing 
prison, a breeding place for tubercu- j 
losis. will soon be a memory. 
Its sue- * 
cessor. built out in the country, will 
contain when fully completed every 
facility for sunshine, as pure air as is 
possible in a prison, healthy work- j 
shops and sanitary and disinfecting 
appn rn tus. 
The modern plan is to construct pris 
ons 
with 
numerous 
outstretching 
wings, so that every cell can be pene­ 
trated by sunshine. 
Illinois. Minneso­ 
ta. Oklahoma and many other states 
are adopting this plan. 
The federal 
prisons also are now looked upon as 
relics. 
Many of them, such as L eaven­ 
worth. where two prisoners often bunk 
In a single cell, are not now regarded 
as anything 
more 
than 
m akeshifts 
pending tiie erection in the near fu 
ture of modern institutions. 
Prisoners Given a Chance. 
Fourteen years ago a few states be­ 
gan passing “Indeterm inate sentence” 
laws. 
Indiana was one of the first, and 
the act passed by its legislature may 
be taken as au exam ple of the new 
method. 
T he effect of this law w as 
to take aw ay from courts and juries 
all 
power of pronouncing arbitrary 
sentences, except in cases of treason 
and of m urder in the first or second 
degree; 
otherw ise 
the authority 
of 
courts was confined to giving the “in­ 
determ inate sentence.” 
The indiscrim inate mixing of prison­ 
ers was abolished. 
The law provided 
that those between the ages of sixteen 
and thirty upon w hom the “indeterm i­ 
nate sentence” was passed were to be 
sentenced to tiie custody of the tru s­ 
tees 
of 
the 
reformatory. 
Prisoners 
over thirty years of age were to be 
sentenced to the state prison. 
| 
In New York, M assachusetts. Indi 
ana. Illinois. Michigan and many other 
states jt probation and a parole system 
has also been established. 
Instead of 
being harsh punitive instrum ents, de- i 
void of mercy or consideration, courts 
and prisons now have largely become 
corrective institutions. 
One of the greatest reforms has been I 
the establishm ent of children’s courts 
and the adoption of a basic principle ( 
of law that no child under sixteen ! 
3*ears of age shall be considered or 
treated as a criminal and that no 
child under that age shall be arrested. I 
indicted, convicted, imprisoned or pun- | 
ished as a criminal. 
This 
is a 
trem endous 
progression 
over fifteen years ago. when it was 
not an uncommon occurrence to find 
children of thirteen and fourteen years 
serving sentences in prison.
